4  Dlsrttlbla  Women. 

Ant  extraordinary  discussion  on  the 
subject  of  cuunabalisin  took  place  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Ethnographical 
society  in  Paris.  A  carious  tribute  was 
paid  to  the  superior  qualities  of  woman, 
but  one  which  shn  will  hardly  appreci¬ 
ate. 

A  member  of  the  society  read  a  paper 
in  which  he  declared  that  among  savage 
nations  those  who  were  addicted  to  can¬ 
nibalism  were  the  most  healthy  and 
vigorous.  He  sought  to  prove  this  by 
descriptions  of  several  races. 

This  argument  was  directed  partly 
jainst  vegetarianism,  for  Bavages  who 
abstain  from  eating  one  unoeber  usually 
have  a  monger  supply  of  animal  food. 

The  scientist  further  made  tbe  shock¬ 
ing  statement  that  tbe  flesh  of  women 
was  much  more  nutritious  and  digesti¬ 
ble  than  that  of  men.  Many  savage 
tribes  recognized  this  fact  and  ate  only 
womeu  when  the  supply  was  sufficient. 
In  some  races,  however,  the  flesh  of 
men,  though  less  palatable  than  that  of 
womeu,  was  preferred  because  tbe  vir¬ 
tues  of  the  deceased  were  supposed  to 
puss  into  fho  cater. — San  Francisco  Ex¬

A  Linguistic  Training. 

O/ie  of  the  most  vuluabln  kiuds  of 

training  which  the  college  can  give  is 
tho  linguistic.  If  to  think  is  important, 
linguistic  training  is  important.  For 
we  think  in  words.  Therefore  thinking 
becomes  clear,  orderly,  profound,  iis 
language  is  adequate.  Lauguage-repio- 
Ke;:t(  these  methods  and  results  of 
thought  without  whidS  thought  itself  is 
feeble  and  inefficient.  Therefore  train¬ 
ing  in  language  is  of  the  highest  value. 
To  be  able  to  think  iu  or  adequately 
u.o  tbe  English  or  any  fither  language 
ouo  should  know  tho  language.  He  can 
only  know  this  language  as  he  knows 
(hose  languages  which  have  made  the 
ri<  best  contributions  to  its  structure. 
Every  new  science  and  every  now  ap¬ 
plication  of  any  old  scieuea  goes  to  the 
Greek  for  its  very  name;  hence,  a  train¬ 
ing  in  Latin  and  Greek  is  of  the  great¬ 
est  worth.  The  college  is  not  filling  th$ 
mind  with  useless  kuowledge  in  requir¬ 
ing  students  to  learn  these,  not  dead, 
but  living  languages.  * 

Second,  the  scientific  school  is  a  pro¬ 
fessional  school.  Its  graduate  goes  from 
its  commencement,  us  goes  the  graduate 
of  the  school  of  law,  theology  or  medi¬ 
cine,  directly  to  liis  life’s  work.  It  is' 
not  a  school  of  liberal  culture  or  of  gen¬ 
eral  training.  It  is  to  be  said,  and  said 
with  tbe  utmost  olearuess,  thut  th£  gov¬ 
ernors  of  our  best  technical  and  scientific 
schools  are  beginning  to  recognize  tbe 
advantages  which  tbe  man  desiring  to 
enter  these  schools  possesses  if  he  has 
previously  received  a  general  training 
through  the  college. — Forum. 

Hidden  by  Their  Colors. 

To  understand  tho  value  of  what  sci¬ 
entific  men  call  protective  coloration  in 
animals  one  need  ouly  look  at  the  com¬ 
mon  ruffed  grouse,  or  partridge,  of 
North  America  and  cousidor  how  hard 
it  is  to  seo  him  in  the  woods,  even 
where  nothing  intervenes  to  hide  him 
from  view.  His  colors  agree  bo  well 
with  tbe  background  against  which  he 
stands  that  the  eye  ia  slow  to  make  him 
out. 

Mr.  Gregory,  in  his  recent  volume  of 
Afghan  travel,  ‘‘The  Great  Rift  Val¬ 
ley,”  mentions  several  striking  in¬ 
stances  of  animals  thus  protected, 
among  which  that  of  a  certain  monkey, 
Colobus  occidental  is,  isperhups  the  most 
peculiar.  This  monkey  is  covered  with 
a  long,  silky  far,  urrunged  in  alternate 
stripes  of  black  and  white,  so  handsome 
that  the  skin  is  mcch  prized  by  the  na¬ 
tives  for  making  head  ornaments. 

The  ooutrast  of  black  and  white  is  so 
marked  that  at  first  sight  it  would  seem 
to  preclude  concealment,  bat  its  value 
is  at  ouco  evident  when  the  animal  is 
seen  at  home.  It  lives  in  high  forests, 
where  the  trees  have  black  tranks  and 
branches,  draped  with  long  gray  masses 
of  beurd'mews  or  lichefi.  As  the  monkeys 
bung  from  tbe  branches  they  resemble 
the  lichen  so  closely  that  Mr.  Gregory 
found  it  impossible  to  recoguira  them, 
even  at  a  short  distance.

I  have  been  a  publisher  of  pro 
gramuies  and  of  other  “schemes  I 
have  ailvertiseil  iu  tljeui,  nud  in  luj* 
experitnie  OI)  U»tll  tile*  of  the  fence 
l  have  never  ^ieu*’df  or  known  of  a 
single  advertisement  iu  a  inedmmL?’)'

Th«i  miwap  i|wr  goes  into  the  home 
bristling  with  intelligence,  brimful  of 
the  news  of  the  world,  sparkling  wi*h 
the  dully  doings  of  the  community. 
If  its  advertisers  are  uwake  to  thei 
opportunities,  it  cinttoiiiH  bmdnwwr 
news  of  value  to  ev«*y  reader,  for  it 
pays  to  read  a»lverti«neuts. 

Save  mouer  on  your  advertising  if 
you  cau,  of  course,  but  save  it  iu  tbe 
right  way.  Cut  off  little  leuks — the 
programmes,  the  1»W1»  of  fare,  the 
directories,  tbe  wall  charts,  the  pages 
in  “souvenirs.”  Cut  them  all  off,  and 
and  your  trade  wauH  ever  feel  the 
difference.  Cut  off  tbe  incousequeu 
tia)  papers,  if  you  have  to,  but  alwaya 
keep  your  ad  in  yourdiest  papers  big 
enough  to  do  you  justice.  It  is 
belter  to  convince  a  few  people  than 
to  talk  to  many.
